problem 


that 
Amador 
county 
has 
faced in 


many years. 
We have bad years of 


light rainfall in the early 
winter 


months before; 
wehave 
had 
colder 


seasons 
than 
the present 
year, but 


never since tbe organization of canal 
system for the distribution of water 
has the county 
experienced 
such 
a 


crippling of her main industry, 
on 


account of water shortage, 
as 
during 


the present season. 
Itjisnot because 


the mines are using 
more water than 


formerly. 
Indeed, 
the reverse is.the 


case. 
Electric power has 
been 
sub- 


stituted 
for 
water in many places, 


effecting a big redaction in the de- 
mand for tbe liquid element. 
But in 


spite of this conservation of water the 
mines are faced with a partial'shut- 
down allalong 
the line. 
This result 


cannot be laid altogether 
to tbe freez- 


ing weather at the head 
ol tbe canal 


system. 
Frost is a regular 
visitor in 


that region ;his appearance 
is looked 


for and his work in a measure at least 
anticipated and provided for. 
There 


is no question that the weather 
con- 


ditions this year have' been 
unusual, 


but the provision for the 
storage 
of 


water was deemed 
ample to keep 
tbe 


local machinery moving at least, dur- 
ing any season. 
But all calculations 


in this regard have 
been 
npset, 
and 


Amador 
is confronted 
with a con- 


diitonof affairs, whichifnot remedied 
in future 
years, 
threatens 
disaster 


to quartz mining along 
the mother 


The vast quantity of water used in 


running the machinery 
at Electra for 


the supply of power to outside cities 
is unqnestionably 
the 
main 
cause 
of 


tbe shortage for local purposes. 
The 


water would be 
ample 
tor Amador 


county power in the dryest 
season 


were it not for these 
immense 
drafts 


outside. 
The storage capacity is not 


adequate 
tor all requirements. 
It 


willprobably be made sufficient in 
the course 
ot time, 
even though tbe 


enlargement 
process 
should 
extend 


over many 
years. 
But what will 


become of local mining 
during this 


process of storage enlargement? 
Itis 


hardly 
in 
accordance 
with 
legal 


principles that home industries should 
be sacrificed for the accommodation 
of interests 
one hundred 
and fifty 


miles from our own territory. 
Home 


affairs should be provided for first, 
and 
tbe 
surplus 
might 
then 
be 


used on the outside. 
The power 
is 


generated in Amador; 
the 
water 
by 


which it fa generated 
flows through 


our borders ; why should not our own 
mines have a first right to the power. 
A land owner along the banks 
of a 


stream has a right touse the water for 
necessary 
purposes, 
in the face 
ot 


any water rights secured 
by others. 
Itcannot be diverted to bis detri- 
ment. 
Why should it not be the 


same withregard to electric 
power? 


Why should not tbe counties furnish- 
ing tbe power have preferential right 
to the nse 
of the current 
for light 


and power. 
The law has not provid- 


ed for the new conditions that have 
arisen 
through 
the 
long-distance 


transmission 
of electric 
power, 
but 


undoubtedly it willso provide in the 
course of time.

While 
they 
were locked 
up, 


deliberating 
on their 
verdict, 
no 


liquor of any kind was permitted. 


In the Murphy 
trial, sheriff Nor- 


man refused to allow liquor on his 
own responsibility. 
But some rebell- 


ed, saying they had always had liquor, 
and must have 
some. 
The judge 
of 


the superior court 
was 
appealed 
to, 


the matter laid before him, 
and 
tbe 


sheriff 
was 
instructed 
to furnish 


them with all. necessarys 
of comfort 


and 
and 
conveniences— and 
liquor 


was deemed included in the category, 
the 
attorneys 
consenting 
thereto. 


To have done otherwise 
was likely to 


lead to grave consequences. 


The facts 
are 
these: 
The twelve 


men comprising the jury in the Mur- 
phy trial were in tbe sheriff's 
charge 


fourteen 
days; 
they 
were all, 
or 


nearly all,accustomed 
to take stimul- 


ants in the shape of spirituous liquor; 
not to excess, 
Dut once 
or twice a 


day, like thousands 
of other citizens. 


Persons addicted to this habit, cannot 
be expected 
to break 
off suddenly, 


even ifthey are sworn as jurors. 
The 


law does not require a man 
to bo a 


total abstainer even while engaged in 
jury duty. 
To compel 
men 
to shut 


off the habit while so engaged 
would 


probably retard the course of justice, 
and increase 
the expense 
of jury 


trials. 
InAmador county jurors are 


in charge ot the officer 
from the time 


of swearing 
in 
until a verdict 
is 


rendered; 
they are not allowed 
to 


separate; nor to go up to a bar in- 
dividually and call 
for the usual 


beverage.

through tbe officer in charge.

321.10. In face of the criticism that 
has been indulged in, even going 
to 


the extreme 
of sending 
telegraphic 


messages 
to outside 
papers

subject, we deem itnot

of place 


to explain 
the 
circumstances 
sur- 


rounding said bill, in order 
to re- 


move false impressions 
regarding the 


same. 
So 
far 
published 
accounts 


have been 
misleading, 
and 
intended 


to create prejudice tor partisan 
pur- 


poses. 
We do not 
wish to be under- 


stood that Amador 
county 
treasury 


should bear the burden of furnishing 
liquor, cigars and so forth to jurors 
in charge of the sheriff; neither 
do 


we claim that

The 
Vice-President, 
who is the 


President of the Senate, did not ap- 
point the usual committee 
to attend

funeral held in Portland, 
Ore. 
Senator Fulton, the sole representative 
of Oregon leftin Congress, had intend- 
ed presenting 
a brief resolution, re- 
citing the death of his colleague, and 
asking that the Senate adjourn as a 
mark of respect, but even this was not 
done.

Crazing Lands. 


The great bulk of the vacant publlo 
lands throughout the West are unsuitable 
for cultivation under 
the present 
known 


conditions of agriculture, and so located 
that they can not be reclaimed by irriga- 
tion. They are, and probably always must 
be, of chief value for grazing. 
There are, 
itis estimated, 
more than 300,000,000 acres 
of public grazing land, an area approxi- 
mately equal to one-fifth the extent of the 
United States 
proper. 
The exact limits 
can not be set, for withseasonal 
changes 
large areas 
of land 
which afford 
good 
grazing one year are almost desert in an- 
other. 
There are also vast tracts of wood- 
ed or timbered land in which grazing has 
much 
importance, 
and 
until a further 
classification of the public lands Is made 
itwill be impossible to give with exact- 
ness 
the total acreage. 
The extent is so 
vast and 
the 
commercial 
Interests 
In- 
volved so great as to demand in the high- 
est degree the wise and conservative 
han- 
dlingof these vast resources. 
ItIs a matter of the first importance to 
know whether these grazing lands are be- 
ing used in the best way possible for the 
continued development 
of the country or 


whether 
they are 
being abused 
under a 


system 
which is detrimental 
to such de- 


velopment and by which the onlypresent 
value of the land Is being rapidly de- 
stroyed. 
* 


At present 
the vacant public lands are 
theoretically 
open 
commons, 
free to all 
citizens; but as a mater of fact a large 
proportion have been parceled out by more 
or less 
definite compacts .or agreements 
among the various Interests. 
These tacit 
agreements 
are continually being violated. 
The sheepmen 
and cattlemen 
are in fre- 
quent collision because of Incursions upon 
each 
other's 
domain. 
Land which for 
years has 
been 
regarded 
as 
exclusively 
cattle range 
may be infringed upon by 
large bands of sheep, 
forced by drought 


to migrate. 
Violence and homicide 
fre- 
quently follow, after which new adjust- 
ments are made and matters 
quiet down 
for a time. 
There are localities 
where 
the people are utilizingto their own satis- 
faction the open range, and their demand 
is to be let alone, so that they may parcel 
out among 
themselves 
the 
use 
of 
the 
lands; but an agreement made to-day may 
be broken to-morrow by changing condi- 
tions of shifting interests. 
The general lack of control in the use of 
public grazing lands has resulted, 
natu- 
rally and inevitably, in overgrazing and 
the ruin of millions of acres of otherwise 
valuable grazing territory. 
Lands useful 
for grazing are losing their only capacity 
for productiveness, 
as, 
of course, 
they 
must when no legal control is exercised. 
Itis not yet too late to restore the value 
of many of the open ranges. 
Lands ap- 
parently denuded of vegetation have im- 
proved In condition and 
productiveness 
upon coming under any system of control 
which affords a means of preventing over- 
stocking and of applying intelligent man- 
agement 
to the 
land. 
On 
some 
large 
tracts 
the valuable 
forage 
plants have 
been utterly extirpated, and itis imprac- 
ticable even to reseed 
them. 
On other 
tracts it will be possible 
by careful man- 
agement for the remaining native plants 
to recover their vigor and to distribute 
seeds, which will eventually restore much 
of the former herbage. Prompt and effect- 
ive action must be taken, however, if the 
value of very much of the remaining pub- 
licdomain is not to be totally lost. 
The conclusions 
as 
to grazing reached 
by your commission 
were based: 
First. Upon the results of long acquain- 


tance withgrazing problems in the public- 
land States on the part of each member 
of your commission. 
Second.

settlers 
The land laws, 
decisions, 
and practices 
have become 
so complicated that the set- 
tler is at a marked disadvantage

with the 
shrvwd business 
man 
who aims 
to 
acquire 
large 
properties 


Not infrequently 
their 
effect is 
to put 
a 
premium 
on 
perjury 
and 
dishonest 
methods in the acquisition of land. Itis 
apparent.

in very 
many localities, and perhaps 
in general, 
a larger proportion of the public land is 
passing into the hands of speculators 
and 
corporations 
than Into those

Tear after year the question ofrights of

tions has been 
called to the attention of 


the Congress In the reports of the Secre- 
tary of the Interior and the Commissioner 
of the General Land Office. 
The laws on 


this subject are numerous and apparently 
often 
incongruous. 
.Rights of way are 


granted contingent upon the execution of 
work within.a definite time, but decisions 
and

"Mushroom Growing and Mushroom 
Spawn Making" is the title of a very 
interesting bulletin just issued by the 
Department 
of Agriculture. 
This is 
a subject 
which, to most farmers, is 
surrounded by a haze of mystery and 
hesitation, owing to the fact that there 
are a number of species of mushrooms 
which are poisonous. 
Determining the Poisonous Fungi. 
The first question a man willask is, 
"How can Itell a toadstool from a 
mushroom?" 
The Department answers 
this question 
by saying that you can- 
not tella mushroom from a toadstool 
because 
mushrooms 
are 
toadstools. 
The general belief is well-nigh univer- 
sal In this country that the fleshy um- 
brella-shaped 
fungi are divided into 
two 
classes — 


mushrooms, 
which are 
edible, and toadstools, 
which are poi- 
sonous. 
The assumed 
difference does 
not exist 
All fleshy umbrella-shaped 
fungi are toadstools; a number of these 
are edible, and commerce 
applies the 
name mushroom; but not a smallnum- 
ber of other toadstools are edible, and 
a great many of them, probably the 


Many people who would enjoy mush- 
rooms added to their menu are 
de- 


barred because of the difficulty of ob- 
taining them except. at considerable 
expense, 
and because 
of unfamiliarity 


as to methods of home culture. 
Mushrooms 
are easy to grow, and 
beginners are often as successful 
with 
them as are those having an extensive 
experience. 
Aside from preparing the 
manure and making up the beds, itis 
a clean crop to handle and occupies lit- 
tlespace. 
The gathering, sorting, pack- 
ing and marketing of the mushrooms 
can be easily taken care of by the wom- 
en of the household. 


Cellars or basement rooms where the 
temperature inthe winter does not go 
below 65 degrees o>-does not rise above 
65 degrees are suitable places for grow- 
ing mushrooms. Itishardly advisable 
to grow them under the living part of 
the house, since the odor of the manure 
willpermeate 
the dwelling. 
Stables 
that are not too cold in winter are 
suitable. 


Preparation ofthe Beds. 


The mushroom bed is best prepared 
from horse manure 
that comes from 
well-bedded stables. 
Some straw is de- 
sirable, but a large percentage 
is ob- 
jectionable 
and should 
be removed. 
The manure Is cured by putting itun- 
der cover inpiles three to four feet deep 
and of any length and width. It usu- 
ally requires fromten to fifteen days to 
cure, but should not be put in the beds 
or boxes 
until the 
temperature 
has

heaviness in the chest and stomach. 
"Some foods should be more thor- 
oughly masticated 
than others. 
For 
instance, 
beef, veal, mutton—in fact, 
all heavy foods should be chewed for 
at least a minute, while soft cereals, 
mushes 
and 
well-cooked 
vegetables 


need notbe held in the mouth for more 
than fifteen seconds before they., will 
be ready to swallow. Allliquids—tea, 
coffee, milk, wine,, water— 


should 
be 
drunk slowly. 
Five minutes at least 
should be given over,to the slow sip- 
ping ofa cup of fluid, whether itis hot 
or cold, for a quantity suddenly 
put 
into the stomach is not healthful, and

Wntll this is done one must not ven- 
ture t« trust to general rules for dis- 
tinguishing 
good 
species 
from bad. 
There is one rule, however, 
which 
should be applied r no one, unless 
de- 
eMedly expert, should collect for eat- 
ing the buttons, or small, unexpanded 
fungi, since in their young condition 
Itis often impossible, even for experts, 
to recognize what the species is. 
The 


Department of Agriculture has Issued 
a number of bulletins on mushroom 
growing which give certain rules for 
determining the difference between the 
edible common 
field mushrooms 
and 
those that are deadly poisonous. 
This 
subject is particularly treated in the 
Tear Book for 1897; reprints of this 
portion can be obtained from the Divi- 
sion of Publications. 
:The mushroom incommerce is prac- 
tically the fruit of the 
mushroom 
plant, and not the plant itself. 
The 
plant proper is a white orbluish white 
mold—the spawn —that grows in fields 
and - manure 
piles. 
Comparing 
the 
mushroom to an apple tree, we have 
the trunk, branches 
and leaves buried 
in the ground, leaving only the apples 
themselves standing above the ground. 


The toadstool, like the apple, con- 


tains the means 
of reproduction— the 
apple contains seeds, 
while the toad- 
stool Is filled with microscopic, dust- 
likebodies having the same function as 
seeds. 


Important Crop Abroad. 


Mushrooms are extensively grown in 
England and France, and to a limited

Harvesting: the Crop 


Mushrooms are ready to pick about 


the time the gills beneath the umbrella 
portions are a bright pink color. The 
beds should be gone over every day; 
every mushroom that is large enough 
for market should be picked. In pick- 
ing, the mushroom should not be cut off 
at the root, but by catching it by the 
top and giving ita gentle twist or bend 
the fruit will come 
away from the 
ground quite easily.
